NOIEO MURDER CASE 


IO BE TRIED TODAY 


Quincy, Illinois, March 
18—-Today 
the case of Ray Pfanschmidt, accused 
of the Pfanschm idt quadruple m urder 
will be called for trial. The attorneys 
for the defense some days ago with­ 
drew their motion for a continuance, 
and it is believed that 
both 
sides 
will answ er “ready” a t the first call­ 
ing. Judge Guy R. Williams of ‘Ha­ 
vana has been. assigned to preside at 
the trial. Some of the best legal ta l­ 
ent in this section of Illinois has 
been engaged in the case. 
Many wit­ 
nesses are to be called and It is ex­ 
pected that the trial will occupy sev­ 
eral weeks. 
No m urder committed in this p a n 
of the State ever attracted m ore at­ 
tention and com ment than thePfan- 
schmidt m urder did a t the time, and 
it was by the narrow est margin that 
yound 'Pfanschmidt escaped mob vio­ 
lence at the tim e of his arrest. The 
feeling at the time was so intense 
that Governor Deneen wired Captain 
W. A. Long, commander of the local 
company of the 
Illinois 
National 
Guard, to have his company in readi­ 
ness to repel amy mob should one be 
formed. 
Charles A 
Pfanschmidt, the head 
of the family and one of the victims 
of the quadruple tragedy, was a well- 
to-do- and highly respected farm er re­ 
siding about twelve miles southeast 
of this city. In addition to Mr. Pfan- 
schmdt the family consisted of Mrs. 
Mathilda Pfanschmidt, their daughter 
Blanch Pfanschmidt, and otne son, Ray 
Pfanschmidt, who is to be tried for 
the m urder of his relatives. At the 
time of the tragedy the household al­ 
so ncluded Miss Emma Kaerapen, a 
youpg school teacher. 
Early on the morning of September 
29 last neighbors discovered that the 
Pfanschm idt home had been destroy­ 
ed by fire during the preceding n ig h t 
A search of the ruins revealed the 
remains of the father, m other and the 
school teacher, Miss Kaempeh. There 
was evidence to indicate that the four 
victims had probably been murdered 
in their beds before the house was 
fired. 


The first theory was that the quad­ 
ruple m urder was the work of the so­ 
called ‘ axe m urderer,” 
who 
some 
months previously had wiped out en­ 
tire families at various points in Col­ 
orado, Ran aas and Iowa. But suspic­ 
ion soon turned to Ray Pfanschmidt, 
the only surviving member of th*' 
family, whose story of 
the 
tragedy 
was far from satisfactory to the au­ 
thorities who were investigating the 
case. About a week after the m urders 
the popular suspicions were vastly 
strengthened by the discovery of a 
suit of Ray Pfanschm idt’s clothes sat­ 
urated with blood. The clothes had 
been hidden beneath the barn. 
The elder Pfanschm idt carried con­ 
siderable life insurance and in addi-i 
lion his estate wis valued 
at 
about 
$50,000. It is expected that the prose- * 
curing attorney at the coming trial 
will endeavor to prove that the son 
wiped out the family in order to in­ 
herit the estate.
